He told the con­ 
suls that he was^thc only man In China 
who dared to tran^imlt such messages to 
the empress, but th«it he had sent them 
verbatim, and that he did not doubt they 
has exerted a powerful Influence In saving 
the m inisters’ lives. 
He went on to. say 
that, as the doyen of the viceroys, he had 
also Induced all the other viceroys, except 
two, to Join in a lengthy memorial to the 
throne, a.^king security for the foreigners, 
suppression of the Boxers, ond full repa­ 
ration for the damage done and the lives 
lost. 


•‘To the American who Inquired about 
th« actual safety of the foreign m inisters 
at Peking, Li answered th a t he had re­ 
ceived no news from Peking within the past 
week, but that If they were alive he was 
almost certain m atters could be satlfac- 
torlly arranged with the allied powers. 


** *lf they are dead’—here he shrugged 
his shoulders signlHcantly and added with 
lowered volce--'lt Is hard to tell w hat may 
happen. 1 am going to Peking practically 
unarmed, except for my Imdy guard of 200 
men, and that ought to be evidence to the 
whole world that I do not favor any fight­ 
ing, and of my pacltlc Intentions. 1 am old 
and In very poor health, and It is a great 
personal sacritlce to undertake such a 
journey In this horrid w eather.’ 


"A fter a moment's thought, he said: 'If 
your m inisters are killed, do you think my 
life may be taken in retaliation while en 
route?’ 


"This qur.<<tion received a general strong 
negative reply. 
He then asked the con­ 
suls to wire to their respective adm irals to 
respect his own flag, and to allow him a safe 
conduct to Peking. He w as evidently ex­ 
ceedingly anxious about the ministers, for 
returning to the subject, he said: 


1 know 
them all personally, and I am on the beat 
of good term s with them.*

show his grave displeasure that he sent

Strawliorrr Fisbin« la Gklll. 


A singular custom prevails lu Chiii, 
which in these days of aseptic preeau- 
tiona will cause a shudder among thoüo 
who see Infection lurking la every de­ 
tail of life, says the New York Sun. It it 
called strawl>erry ttshing. and is con­ 
ducted In l4ils fashion: 
At the clofse 
of a dinner, the cloth is removed and 
there Is placed upon the table an Im­ 
mense bowl Into which are emptied 
half a dozen botties of ßordeau « wine, 
four of cherry, and two of rnro; be­ 
sides sugar and nutmeg. 
Into this 
mixture Is put a very large stravrberry 
which fioata upon the surface. The 
bowl is provided with two handles. 
These are used to ifft the vessel, and 
till it so that the strawberry may be 
brought near the edge and sucked £nto 
the mouth.

Wliile the candidates are fighting 
it ont in St. Joseph today the old 
p'oneers of the connty will bring to 
mind the recollections of the couveu- 
tions of other day.“. 


The story of Berrien connty iiolitics 
U n long one, weU spiced nud gin­ 
gered. Perhap.^ .T. P. Thresher knows 
a.*« mncli abont local |K>litics as any 
man in the county. He has attended 
every repnblic.'in county convention, 
with only a few exceptions, since 
ISOl. Mr. Thresher is one of the very 
few men who made Beuton Harbor. 
Ho %vas interviewed by a News re­ 
porter Tuesday afternoon and in an 
easy, rambling ninniier related most 
of the stories of Berrien county pol­ 
ities which follow*. 


Years ngo the township polls were 
located in the school hou.se near the 
junction of Territorial aiul the Water- 
vliet roatl. 
When Benton Harbor 
^rew Inrjie enough to have precincts 
of her own the peo]>le in the town­ 
ship who woulil be left ont in the 
eoUl put up as hard a fight as did Bei»- 
rieii Springs to retain tlie connty seat 
honors, to prevent the establishment 
of, the precincts in the growing vil­ 
lage. The town iieople won only be- 
caUi»e the removal was inevitable. 


Toward the close of the civil war 
things were stirretl np to a rare 
pitch of excitement. 
Alon;^ in M55 
there was not onljr a word battle but 
an al s >lutt\ war in Benton Harbor. 
One man knocked another do%vn be­ 
cause hti was a scoruer of the nrinci* 
iwls of democracy. The novelty of 
the atl‘air was tluit in two months the 
democrat had tnriied a republican and 
the republican a democrat. One of 
the men is a well know*n business innn 
in the twill cities tiHlay. The other 
after enpi^in^ in bn.<ine.ss here sold 
ont and snbsitiuentlv .settled in De­ 
troit..

which was acceptiMi. Tlu* new phin 
called for the election of a treasurer 
in whom the people would have the 
jfreatest ooiilidence. 
The treasnrer 
was to be i»mpowered to raise the

asse.ssment. 
When the measure came up for tlie 
sanction of the |H*ople everbyody in 
the city, except three, voted. Of the 
three non-voters, two owned valuable 
pro|M‘rty on the canal. The measure 
carried. 
In innniciital 
affairs the 
warmest election in the history of the 
city was when Etlward Bmnt made 
his first race for mayor. 


The tow'nship. while republican, at 
times has leaned dangerously toward 
the democratic lines. As evidence, in 
I8IU H. C. Morton was eleeted to the 
legi.4hitore by a ontjority of' only 
three. And Morton was wonderfully 
liopulnr. 


In the early history of the connty | 
the great |)olitical conveutlons were 
all held in Berrien Springs. Dele­ 
gates were accustomed to start for the 
inland VilhiKe days before the time 
set for the convention that they mifrht 
arrive in season. The kript was made 
by horse aud by canoe, Some wihl 
and pnxsliug conventioua were held, 
but ^rhaps the wildest one was tliat 
of *74. 
Every republican wanted a 
county oftlce, aud the things conhln*t 
be made to go half around. Delegntes 
jnmi)ed on chairs and howled. 
Hon. 
Roscoe Dix figured in the meeting. 
Dix hatl ser%'ed three terms as register 
of deeds and he asked the convention 
to give film a renomination, whioh 
the obliging convention did. A. B. 
Riford for many years was considered 
the most tactful i)olitician in the 
comity. He was the “ Lon** Vincent 
of the yestenlay. 


The county had long been given np 
to the republicans and the chances 
of a democrat’s election to any county 
oftice liad long been considered worth­ 
less when along in ’83 “ Tom’* 0*Hara 
entered the arena with the dust- 
stained flag of crip|)led democracy 
J n l for half a score of ^ears swept 
the county with majorities that in­ 
creased with every test. 


Attorney George Bridgman remem­ 
bers tlie republican county convention 
of 1880—twenty years ^ o . At that 
time William Chamberlain w'as chair­ 
man of the connty committee, and 
Harvey Palmer secretary. Mr. Bridg­ 
man was assistant secretary and lie 
has a distinct remembrance of doing 
tlie lion’s share of the work. A. L.

George 
CUtpp,' 
Thomas 
Mitrrs, .John Glavin aud Ed Kingsland 
were on the committee.
